It  was  fall  of  ’72  that  we,  the  class  of  1976  took  the  on-ramp 
marked  "E.W.H.S."  There  we  were,  without  even  the  aid  of  a  map 
as  we  began  our  journey.  Of  course,  it  was  also  Mr.  Morton's  first 
year  as  Highway  Commissioner  here,  so  at  least  we  started  off  on 
equal  footing.  But  Mr.  Franco,  as  head  of  Traffic  Control,  was 
already  well-established  and  made  sure  that  we  all  stayed  in  our 
proper  lanes . 

The  seniors  though,  tried  to  give  us  direction.  They  decided  that 
we  were  not  visible  enough  (a  safety  hazard)  and  so  came  to  our  res¬ 
cue  with  hats  and  bright  lipstick.
